Before  I left  Mississippi  I promised 
quite  a number  of  friends  to  give  an 
early  ancount  <jf  myself  on  my  new 
Texas  field  through  The  Baptist  Record. 
I would  have  gladly  made  this  report 
sooner,  but  tho$e  who  have  made  siyii- 
lar  moves  know  the  reason  why  I didn’t, 
and  for  the  bcnufit  of  those  who  have  not 
1 will  say,  that  in  the  midst  of  multitudi- 
nous demands  upon  my  time,  everything 
has  had  to  wait  for  its  “turn;”  and  the 
writing  of  this  letter  is  now  “next.” 

It  is  now  a little  more  than  a month 
since  I arrived  at  Teague,  as  pastor  of 
the  Baptist  Church  here.  1 accepted  the 
call  to  this  pastorate  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, but  could  hot  get  here  before  the 
third  Sunday  in  December.  During  this 
month  I have  been  working  very  hard, 
observing  things  very  closely,  drawing 
some  conclusion*,  and  trying  to  discover 
where  I am  “at.”'  To  sum  my  conclu 
sions  up  in  one,  I find  myself  In  the  midst 
of  great  possibilities,  with  a “glorious 
hard  time”  before  me,  as  Dr.  Gambrell 
would  put  it;  blit  1 am  optimistic  in  the 
matter.  The  town  is  only  a little  more 
than  three  vearfc  old,  and  has  a popula- 
tion of  more  than  4,000,  and  is  destined 
to  become  a city  of  more  than  10,000 
people  within  i very  few  years.  The 
Trinity  and  Brafcos  Valley  railroad  shops 
are  here,  and  tliic  town  is  surrounded  by 
a big  territory  tjf  good  farming  country; 
The  pay-roll  for  Decemlier  was  $73,000. 
It  is  also  a salobn  town. 

Things  religiously  are  even  better  than 
might  lie  expected  under  the  existing 
conditions,  but  the  situation  is  by  no 
means  an  ideal  one.  Railroad  shops  fur- 
nish men  and  money,  but  they  don’t 
make  a specialty  of  dispensing  religion; 
neither  do  saloons.  But  my  predecessors 
in  the  pastorate  here  have  wrought  well, 
and  as  a result  of  their  labors  the  Bap- 
tist influence  is  the  strongest  in  town. 
We  have  a fairly  good  house  o{  worship, 
an  eltgant  pastor’s  home,  and  a little 
more  than  300  members.  From  the  l»est 
information  obtainable,  there  must  be 
some  73  Baptists  in  town  not  identified 
with  us.  We  begin  next  week  taking  a 
religious  census  of  the  town.  Our  con- 
gregations are  large,  and  growing,  and 
the  interest  is  unusually  good.  Six  have 
already  joined  by  letter  and  one  by  bap- 
tism. Others  are  expected  for  baptism 
right  away,  and  several  by  letter.  Some 
how  we  are  expecting  great  things  of  the 
the  I.ord  here  this  vear.

The  legislature  seems  to 
ercised  over  the  text  book  question.  Sen- 
ator Cunningham  has  introduced  a con- 
current resolution  memorializing  the  text 
book  commission  of  Mississippi  to  renew 
contracts  for*  text  books  now  in  use  in 
our  public  schools.  The  resolution  con 
tains  the  following  figures:

The  present  series  of  books  are  as  sat- 
isfactory in  all  probability  as  any  series 
of  new  ones  that  might  be  adopted.  And 
the  present  series  is  not  upon  the  whole 
superior  to  those  in  use  five  years  ago. 
The  naked  truth  about  the  matter  is  that 
the  many  changes  made  in  text  books 
are  not  made  primarily  in  the  interests 
of  the  people,  in  our  judgment.  It  is  an 
unjustifiable  scuffle  among  publishers, 
each  to  manipulate  the  text  book  com 
mission  in  its  own  interest. 

The  re-adoption  of  the  books  now  in 
use  will  save  the  taxpayers  of  Mississip 
pi  approximately  one-half  million  dol
